“To. Gen. Shatter, commanding' front 
near Santiago, Play a: 

“The president of the United States 
sends to you and your brave army the 
profound thanks of the American peo- 
ple for the brilliant achievements at 
Santiago, resulting in the surrender 
of the city and all of the Spanish 
troops and territory under Gen. ToraL 
Your splendid command has en- 
dured not only the hardships and 
sacrifices incident to campaign and 
battle, but in stress of heat and 
weather has triumphed over ob- 
stacles which would have over- 
come men less brave and determined. 
One and all have displayed the most 
conspicous gallantry and earned the 
gratitude of the nation. The hearts 
of the people turn with tender sympa- 
thy to the sick and wounded. May the 
l ather of Mercies protect and eomfort.

New York, July 18. — A special dis- 
patch from Santiago published here 
Saturday afternoon, gives the follow- 
ing as the terms of surrender of the 
Spanish forces under Gen. Toral: 

The 20,000 refugees at Caney and Si- 
boney are to be turned back into the 
cit3'. An American infantry patrol is 
to be posted in the roads surrounding 
the city. Our hospital corps is to give 
attention to any possible sick and 
wounded among the Spanish 
soldiers in Santiago. All the 
Spanish troops in the px-ovince, 
c-xoept Gen. Luques 10,000 at Holguin, 
are to come to the city to surrender. 
The guns and defensesoof the city are 
to be turned over to the Americans in 
good Condition. The Americans are to 
liave full use of the Juragua railway 
which belongs to the Spanish govern- 
ment. All Spaniards are to be convey- 
ed home by American transports with 
the least possible delay, and they are ! 
permitted to take portable church 
property with them. 

Tlie Spanish are to surrender their 
arms. 

Washington, July 18. — The war de- 
partment has posted the following: 



The authorities at Washington have 
been urged to ixse haste in this matter. 
It has been suggested to use Spanish 
transports for the work, fear being ex- 
pressed that the use of American ves- 
sels would result in rendering them 
dangeror.s for use in moving American 
troops on account of the exposure of 
the Spaniards to yellow fever. 

Washington, July 18. — Gen. Greely, 
chief signal officer, at 11:02 a. m. re- 
ceived the first word of the formal sur- 
render of Santiago to the American 
forces. His advices came from the sig- 
nal officer at Santiago and said that 
the Spanish troops left the trenches 
and raarched out Sunday morning, lay- 
ing down their arms. The Spanish 
flag was hauled down. 

The war department posted the fol- 
lowing bulletin at 5:15 p. m. Sunday: 
Santiago de Cura, July 18. — Adju- 



Across the plaza was drawn up the 
9th infantry, headed by the Cth cav- 
alry band. In the street facing the 
palace stood a picked troop of the 2d 
cavalry, with drawn sabers, under 
command of Capt. Rrett. Massed on 
the stone flagging between the band 
and the line of horsemen were the bri- 
gade commanders of Gen. Shatter’s di- 
vision with their staffs. 

On the red-tiled roof of the palace 
stood Capt. McKittrick, Lieut. Miley 
and Li^ut. Wheeler, immediately 
above them, upon the flagstaff, the il- 
luminated Spanish arms and the 
legend, “Vive Alfonso XIII.” All 
about, pressing against the veranda 
rails, crowding to windows and doors 
and lining the roofs, were the people of 
the town, principally women and non- 
combatants. As the chimes of the old 
cathedral rang out the hour of 12 the 
infantry and cavalry presented arms. 
Every American uncovered, and Capt. 
McKittrick hoisted the stars and 
stripes. As the brilliant folds un- 
furled in a gentle breeze against a 
fleckless skj', the cavalry band broke 
into the strains of “The Star Spangled 
Banner,” making the American pulse 
leap and the American heart thrill with 

joy- 

At the same instant the sound of the 
distant booming of Capt. Capron’s bat- 
tery, firing a salute of 21 guns, drifted 
in. When the music ceased from all 
directions around our line came float- 
ing across the plaza the strains of the 
regimental bands and the muffled, 
hoarse cheers of our troops. The in- 
fantry came to “order arms” a moment 
later, after the flag was up, and the 
band played “Rally Round the Flag, 
Boys.” In.stantly Gen. McKibbon 
called for three cheers for Gen. Shaf- 
ter, which were given with great en- 
thusiasm, the band playing Sousa’s 
“The Stars and Stripes Forever.” The 
ceremony over, Gen. Shafter and his 
staff returned to the American lines, 
leaving the city in the possession of 
the municipal authorities, subject to 
the control of Gen. yicKibbon. 

Gen. Toral, the white-haired com- 
mander of the Spanish forces, is utter- 
ly heart-broken. He spoke bitterly of

THE PEACE TEEMS. 

Ipain Herself, and Not a Third Power, .Hast 

Open Up the Negotiations — War 
Preparations Will Coaxiniie. 

Washington, July 16. — The presi- 
dent is determined not to wait for 
Spain to begin to sue for peace, but 
will go ahead with his preparations 
for the expeditions to I’orto Rico and 
Spain. If Spain is sincere in a.sking 
for peace, there will be nothing lost 
by these preparations. The president 
is anxiously awaiting the report of the 
commis-sioners arranging the surren- 
der and what methods are proposed 
for the sending home of the Spanish 
troops before he decides how it shall 
be done. While there was a general 
talk of peace here Friday and a feeling 
that the action of Spain in agreeing to 
the surrender of Santiago indicates 
her appreciation of the hopelessness of 
continuing the struggle, this optimistic 
view is not shared by the president 
and several members of his cabinet. 
They have had too much e.xperience 
with the Spanish character in the past 
year to feel warranted in expressing 
belief that the termination of the war 
is in sight. 

The position of the administration 
in regard to peace is clear enough and 
the situation at present is divided as 
follows: 

First — No direct representations in 
the direction of peace have been re- 
ceived by this government. 

Second — No proposition will eman- 
ate from the United States, it having 
been determined that the initiative 
shall be taken by Spain. 

Third — No proposals or suggestions 
will be received except from Spain di- 
rect, the intervention of a third power 
not being acceptable. 

Fourth — The United States will take 
possession of Porto Rico, whether that 
island has been actually seized by 
American forces or not at the time 
peace is proposed. The retention of 
the Spanish colonies already captured 
is another condition. 

Every effort will now be made to im- 
prove the sanitary condition of our 
troops at Santiago, and as many as 
possible will be ordered back to the 
United States, and but a few of them 
will be sent to Porto Rico. There is 
now only one contingency that can 
prevent the forcible invasion of Porto 
Rico, and that is an armistice, with a 
view to peace negotiations. In the

Before Santiago, July 16. — Follow- 
ino- are the terms of surrender as 
agreed upon at the conference Thurs- 
day: 

Spain abandons the city of Santiago 
and all of the Province of Santiago 
east of Acerraderos on the south and 
Sagua on the north. 

All Spanish troops are to be taken to 
Spain by the United State govern- 
ment These troops number 20,000 
men, half of whom are in the city of 
Santiago. 

The United States takes all of the 
enemy's forts and guns, the Spanish 
officers being allowed to keep their 
side arms.

The HnoKry Terror la Impndent !■ 

General, bnt Can't Stand a Com- 
motion In the AVater. 

‘‘One horror of sea fighting I believe 
our sailors will be spared in this war,” 
said a veteran of the merchant marine, 
“and that is the large chances of be- 
ing killed by sharks. The whole of 
the Caribbean sea about Cuba swarms 
with those infernal things, and. as a 
rule, when a man drops overboard, the 
chances are that in another minute 
nothing will be left of him on the sur- 
■face but some red stains in the ^vater, 
unless he keeps his presence of mind 
and knows just what to do. 

“There is a way of helping your.sclf 
when you get into that fix. That's just 
why I say that in these modern battles 
the danger from sharks is not likely to 
be anything like what it was in old 
times. Perhaps you are not aware that 
a shark is the most timid and nervous 
fish of prey that lives, but it is so. 
When you find yourself floating about 
in those waters and think a shark is 
anywhere near you just you kick and 
splasli for all you are worth. If you 
don’t think there are any sharks about 
kick and splash on general principles — 
that is, if you want to see your home 
and your family again. A shark that 
is making straight for his prey will 
turn tail and sheer off as soon as the 
splashing begins. Now, I believe that 
in a general engagement between these 
modern ships, that with the tremen- 
dous concussion of the heavy guns and 
the churning of the water with pro- 
pellers on all sides and an occasional 
torpedo raising a disturbance every 
now and then in the water, the whole 
neighborhood will be cleared of sharks. 

“In the old days, although the broad- 
sides made a good deal of noise, no 
doubt, a ship went down much more 
quietly than now. Just think of the 
commotion in the water when the big 
tires and the boilers go under. No 
shark will stay within a mile of such 
an iiplieavaK 

“1 am not talking mere theory when 
I say that a shark can be frightened 
off by splashing. 1 have seen it clone, 
or, to he tpiite exact, 1 saw the man 
who ciicl it just after he had scrambled 
out of the water. He had been in bath- 
ing in one of tho.se sea baths they have 
ill Kingston harbor, where they fence 
in a good piece of water with piles 
driven into the bottom close together. 
One of the piles had got broken some- 
how, and a big basking shark had 
scpieezed through and gone to .sleep 
ill the bath. When the man plunged 
in the shark woke up and <-onimenced 
to charge around. liy that time tlie 
man was some yards away from the 
stops. He immediately turned on his 
back and kicked as hard as he lould, 
and the shark, instead of charging at 
him, went into a downright panic and 
bumped his nose against all the piles 
looking for the hole he had got in by. 

“I know’ it sounds like a fable to say 
a shark is timid, because they will do 
things that you wotild hardly expect 
a timid fish to do. I myself have seen 
a shark leap out of the water close 
enough to a rowboat to tumble on the 
oar blades, but that wa.s mi' own 
dinghy, and my boys knew' how to row, 
and didn’t ibake a splash with the 
blades or try any of this landlubbery 
‘feathering’ business. Then there is a 
place at Port Koval where a little tlight 
of wooden steps goes down into the 
wafer, and they say that a British ar- 
tillery officer who was sitting on tho.se 
steps — or some other steps that were 
in the .same place — one morning smok- 
ing a cigar, had both his legs torn off by 
a shark that swam cdose in shore and 
rose at him as a trout rises at a fly. But 
all that only shows that a shark is a 
queer, in consistent kind of a fish, and 
in spite of all his impudence, you may 
depend upon it, he can’t stand any- 
thing that makes a disturbance in the 
water. 

“Oh, yes, when the buttle is over he 
will follow’ the ship that has any wound- 
ed men on board— follow 'it for miles. 

I don t know how he knows there is a 
wounded man or a sick man on board 
a ship, any more than I can fell how' {

The curious inc-squito music thus 
gcn*eratcd by the Lp-Vle drums serves 
almost beyond a doubt as a me&'.vs of at- 
tracting male mosquitoes, for it is 
known that the long hairs on the an- 
tennae of the males vibrate sympa- 
tbetleally in unison with the notes of

I .sonably conclude that the antennae of 
the male are organs of hearing which 
catch and respond to the buzzing music 
she poiir.s forth for her lover’s ears.

SOFT POULTRY FOOD. 

A f^fmiile Device A\ hioh Keep. It 
Clean Xo .^latter How t.reedy 
the C'lilek.|i May Be. 

Whoii soft poultry food is thrown 
on the irround or even on a board, it 
is quickly trampled and befoule<l so 
tliat it is untit to eat. Especially is 
this true iii a wet, muddy time. To be 
sure, it may Ik* placet! in a shallow pan 
or trough, but even this does not help 
the matter an3’. What is wanted, 
rather, is a covered jian or trough so 
constructed that it will permit the 
poult r\' to obtain the food and at the 
same time keep them out of it with 
their feet, 

P'or small chicks make a double 
trough of tin, such as is shown in Fig. 




TROUGH MADE OF TIN. 

1. Have it from two feet up to anj' 
length tlesired. and six inches wide, 
each half being three inches wide and 
11/2 inches deep, with .square ends sol- 
dered on. Tin gives the best satisfac- 
tion, ns it can be easily' washed and 
kept clean. 

.Make a box such as is shown in P'ig. 

2, au.d set the trough inside of it. Have 
this box, inside, of a length and width 
to correspoinl with the, si/e of the 
trough, and let it be at least a foot 
high at the eaves. It vill take some 
work, of course, to construct the oval 
roof, but l\v rounding the end boards, 
or “'peaks,” and taking a thin but 
tough piece of board of the requisite 
size and steaming it, and then nailing

ft on securelt', no serious difficulties 
will be experienced. Have this part 
hinged and fastened with a hook, as is 
shown. 

Each side should be open and fitted 
with wire bars placed two inches 
.'.part, each end of these wires being 
bent at right angles, driven through 
the strips of wood and clinched. To 
insert the food, simplj' raise the up- 
per portion or roof part, the semi-ro- 
tundit^’^ f*f which prevents the fowls 
from roosting on it. Thus the poultry 
cannot get at the food with th<*ir feet 
to poihite it, and, at the same time, it 
is safe from an\' strav' animals that 
ma_v come along, such as eats and 
dogs, for which it is not intended. — 
Fred O. Siblev', in Ohio Farmer. 

LOCATION FOR BEES. 

An Orc'liar«l with I.ow-Spreatlinif 
TrccK Ik t'laiined to He the Ideal 
I*Inee for an Apiary. 

I have decided that the ideal place 
for an apiarv' is in an orchard, where 
there are low-spreading trees. If the 
queen's wings are clipped, there will 
be eomparativeiN' little climbing after 
swarms. Some prefer shade-boards; 
but aftt r having tried both, for the 
comfort of the apiarist and that of 
the hee.s, I deeidedlj’ prefer the shade 
of loAv-spreading trees. Grapevines 
<lo t(derably well, but the\' do not pro- 
tect the apiarist; and at the time of 
the \ ear when the shade is rfiost need- 
ed, thev are sending out shoots and 
brancln's that fnterfere with the hand- 
ling of the hive; and grapevines do 
retiuii'c an excessive amount of trim- 
ming just at the time bees need the 
most attention. The colonies at our 
ont-vard are placed in groups of three 
on the north side of the low-sjjreading 
bass woods. It is a great comfort as 
well as a pleasure to work among 
these bees co7npare<l with what it is 
in the lioine yard of the grapevines. 
V(*rm>n Hurt has hisapiarv' in an apple 
orchard. an<^ the grass is ne-atlv' kept 
ilown Iw skeej) that are ‘allov. ed to 
re.n among th<* hives at will. The 
l:i V. ii-i,!o'.vi r does not b<*gin to eom- 
j;an‘ with them. — Colimin's liural 
World.

TYING THE FLEECE. 

Put X'o More String: Around If Than !■ 

Absolutely XeceKsary to Hold 
It in Form. 

The best and simjdest method of 
tying wool, says Wool Markets and 
Sheep, is done by placing the fleece 
on a table with the flesh side down, 
and with the liands, work the wool in 
as compact form as possible, then 
fold in the two sides, then the tail end, 
then the neck VN ool. Beginning at the 
tail end of the fleece roll toward the 
neck, and^he fleece will somewhat re- 
semble a spool of thread in shape. 
About five or six feet of wool twine, 
owing to the size of the fleece, should 
have been previously prepared by 
doubling it and laying it on one end of 
the table. Lay the fleece down on the 
string, with the two strings about 
six inches apart, ami then pull the 
string around the circular way' of the 
fleece. Hart the striiigs, running one 
one way and the other in the opposite 
liirection. having the strings cross 
each other at the other end of the 
fleece, turning the fleece one-fourth 
round ami running a string around it 
endwise at right angles to the last 
one. Hy' this method as neat appear- 
ing fleece will be secured as can be tied 
by any wool box. Wool will be re- 
garded with suspicion by' buyers and 
cominisison men if tied uj) in too com- 
pact form. It has the apj)earanee of 
being too heavy' in proportion to the 
size of the fleece. Put on no more 
string around the fleece than is 
actually necessary to hold it in form. 

DRAINAGE MADE EASY. 

An Accurate and Practical l.evel. 
Working: on the Same Principle 
aa a Plumb Line. 

One of the greatest drawbacks to 
successful farming operations on 
thousands of farms is the absence of a 
thorough system of tile drainage, ctm- 
.sequently' the early' i)rej)arnt ion of 
ground, and the jjlanting of crops, is 
not only greatly' retarded, but the sea- 
son for growth being also compara- 
tively less, makes them more suscept- 
ible to early autumn frosts before ma- 
turity'. Drain low e.st depressions first, 
and eonlimie the work as circ’.im- 
stanees {lermit and never attemj)t to 
do a perfect job w ithout the constant

use of the level whenever any doubt 
exists as to the rcijuired grade of the 
ditch. 'I'lie accompanying illustration 
shows a very simj.Ie, accurate ami 
j)ractieal levt*l, a*. orking on the princi- 
j)le of a plumb-line. It is IGVl, feet 
long, so that by raising either end one 
inch and marking the variation in the 
plumb oae can easily tell when the 
grade is oae inch ro the rod. This level 
can be slid along in the bottom of the 
ditch, thus keeping a uniform grade of 
any desired fall.— American .Agricul- 
turist. 

Dark and Li«:ht 

In the New York city markets the 
white eggs seem to be preferred, but in 
Boston and I'hiladelphia consumers 
have a preference for dark eggs. The 
color of the shell does not indicate 
the quality of the egg. In sending eggs 
to market it will always be an ad- 
vantage to sort them as uniform in 
size and color as possible. Endeavor 
to please the customer and better 
prices will be obtained. — American

PnriH FxpoNltioiiH. 

Paris’ 1900 exhibition will he the. 
sixteenth held in the city'. The site of 
the first, in 1798, was the Champ de 
Mars, where 110 exhibitors showed 
their wares in wooden booths and 25 
medals were awarded. Three STicces- 
sively large exhibitions followed in the 
Louvre in ISOl, 1S02 and 1809. Under 
the restoration there w’ere exhibitions 
in 1819, 1822 and 1827, also in the 
Louvre. They' became more popular 
under Louis I’hilippe. the number of 
exhibitors making it necessary to use 
first the Place dn Carrousel, and in 18.19 
and 1844 the Champs Ely sees. The 1849 
exhibition in the Champs Elysees re- 
quired 2.200 sqxiare meters of space and 
cost $120,000. The first international 
exhibition, in 1855, brought about the 
censtrnetion of the I’alais de I'lndus- 
trie,that has just been torn dow n, which 
was used for the 1867 exhibition. The 
1878 exhibition, with 52.835 exhibitors 
and 1 6.000,000 visitors, and that of 1889, 
with 55.486 exhibitors and 32.500,000 vis- 
itors, were held on the Champs de Mars.

To Wa«h 811 k StoeklniCN. 

Silk stockings should be washed and 
rinsed only' in lukew arm water. Wring 
the stockings out between towels and 
press under muslin. Silk underwear 
is best washed by soaking for 15 min- 
utes In lukewarm suds into which a 
little ammbnia water has been put. 
Never put any soap directly on the 
garment, and it should never be 
rubbed, merely' squeezed gently 
through the fingers and rinsed through 
one or two waters, all lukewarm. In 
the last water put a very' little bluing 
solution and a teaspoonful of liquid 
gum arable. Shake well and hang to 
dry' in as smooth condition as possi- 
ble. pressing lightly under a towel 
while still slightly wet. — Housewife.
